The Statthalter appoints Kommis- 
sare to represent the province in the Bundes- | 
rath, but they are without votes. The min- 
istry also is appointed by the Emperor, who 
thus maintains close control of affairs, al- 
though the Provincial committee of fifty- 
eight memders has an extremely limited 
jurisdiction. This deprivation of popular 
government and personal rights is sustained 
by the reactionaries as a matter of public 

An official estimate shows that only one- 
eighth of the inhabitants are of French 
origin, but the elections show that the at- 
tempted Germanization has not been suc- 
cessful, those for members of the Reichstag 
in 1881, 1884, and 1887 showing a stronger 
anti-German feeling than those of 1877-78.

He was removed to his bed and gradually 
sank. At 5 o’clock his pulse Was feeble, 
that being the précursor of thé end. When 
regular practicing physician, Dr. West- 
hughes, was summoned, the patient had 
passed away.

The gold cute discoverer, Who was 68 when | 


“he died, had been a sufferer for many years 
and had "built a palatial residence here to 
take advantage of climatic conditions. In 
the further hope of benefiting his health, he

The great 
stage driver sank down on the ground, and 
went into a stertorous sleep. Keeley watched 
him until morning. From that night the boy 
had a sort of mania to watch all men who 
were addicted to drink, and it is related of 
him that night after night he would follow 
and care for the villagers and visitors who 
drank too hard. He was laughed at, but he 

+ stored up the various charactertsties of the 
drinking men and the apparent effects which 

liquor had on them. 4 


Young Man Comes West. 

When the boy w to young manhood, 
having earned a little money, he came West 
and added to his experience by a residence 
in New Orleans and several trips up the

Missouri and Mississippi Rivers. He came 


to Chicago and entered as a student in Rush 
Medical College in 1860, and was therefore 
in his second year when the civil war began. 
He volunteered and as a medical cadet was 
assigned to duty at Jefferson Barracks; near 
St. Louis. The medical officers in charge 
were glad to have an ardent young man 
to relieve them. But Cadet Keeley awak- 
ened them when he’ reported to them that 
the barracks and the whole camp were in 
such condition that an epidemic of typhoid 
fever might be expected. Cadet Keeley did 
more. He sent- a communication to head- 
quarters, and the result was a sanitary over- 
heuling. Then Cadet Keeley was made an 
Assistant Surgeon, U. S. V., and placed in 
command as medical officer of the barracks. 
Surgeon Keeley was ordered into active 
Service as a brigade medical director. He 
arranged his staff, had incompetent men 
discharged, and organized a system of car- 
ing for the wounded which contained the 
essence of the plans now in use the world 


over. 
He Settles in Dwight. 

When the war was ended young Keeley re- 
turned to Rush Medical College.. He was 
graduated in 1866 and looked for a place to 
locate. Finally he decided on Dwight, Liv- 
ingston County, III., and he settled down as 
an all-around country doctor. He was sue- 
cessful. For years he drove his team over the 
prairies and the farmers testify to his abil-

ne belfeved that, while a. neurosis might 
be ‘entailed upon descendants, they were 
not upon necessity liquor or drug users. His 
Position made a hue and cry among phy- 
Sicians. 
Dr. Keeley’s experience in the army and in 
his railroad connections had convinced him 
that alcoholism was a disease and could 
be cured. He began to experiment. He 
found that alcohol attacked certain nerve 
‘forces. The salts of gold years ago had been 
Used, and he experimented with them. To 
un extent they were dangerous. An old 
farmer who had been one of- his patients 
lor years started on one of his numerous 
“drunks” and tried to kill himself. He 
‘Wanted to die and reviled the doctor for his 
resuscitation. He had drank up the value 
of two farms and was rapidly making away

Freight Rates Make Possible the 
Enormous Profits. 


iron are said to have exceeded $21,000,000, 


in your issue of this morning as saying that 
it makes nearly one-half of the steel manu- 
factured in this country. | 

Of the 13,620,703 tons of pig fron produced 
in the United States in 1800, it is safe to say 
that much more than 10,000,000 tons were 
manufactured into steel. As the corporation 
referred to makes both steel and iron, we 


| May safely estimate its output at over 


5,000,000 tons. | 
Of ore, fuel, flux, and other supplies needed 
in and about the works, it takes fully three 


tons of material to produce one ton of 


finished product. 

The average haul on all the railroads of 
the United States is 130 miles; that on the 
materials used in making iron and steel and 
on those products is doubtless longer. But 
with these figures we may estimate the rail- 
road transportation done for that one cor- 
poration as follows: | 


220,000,000 


Total 
This, when hauled 130 miles, amounts to 
2,600,000,000 ton miles of railroad transpor- 


tation. 

A, difference of 1 mill per ton per mile in 
the railroad freights paid thereon would 
amount to two million six hundred thousand 
dollars ($2,600,000) annually. | 

While there is no reason to suspect that 
the corporation referred to paid any lower 
rates than its competitors did, it oceurs 
to me that its enormous profits, and those 
of the other iron masters, are, and have 
been, largely due to the railroads hauling 
freight for them, and for the public general- 
ly, below cost. 

What else can account for the fact that in 
1894 and 1805 while these gentlemen, and the 
iron masters generally, were not only mak- 
ing handsome dividends, but rapidly re- 
equipping their plants with new and costly 
appliances, the railroads of the United States 
found it necessary to reduce the number of 
their employés from 873,602 to 779,608, say 
by over 10 per cent, and that of their cars 
available for freight service by 9,060, and 
why was it that on June 30, 1894, there were 
in the hands of receivérs 40,818 miles of 
railroad, or nearly one-quarter of all in the 
United States (176,602)?. These bankrupt 
railroads represented an investment of over 
$2,500,000,000.

Perhaps no spot in all America has a sig - 
nificance to Americans such as attaches to 
that little vale in the hills of Chester Coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania. Plymouth Rock has its 

halo of history, but without Valley Forge 
the landing of the Pilgrims would have 
been a forgotten incident. It was at Valley 
Forge that the young nation Was tried in 


Ni bitterness and defeat, only to come out of 


it steeled for the work that in that long, 
dreadful winter was ripening for ft. 
Through it all Washington, as Command- 
er-in-Chief, as soldier, and as an individual 
sufferer with his men, — the colossal 
figure that emphasizes this supreme test 
of patriotism. 
‘ Defeat at Germantown on Oct, 3, 1777, 
Is had sent Washington in retreat, Fort 
1 Mifflin and Fort Mercer in quick succession 
“a had been abandoned by the continental 
rem. At Whitemarsh Washington had 
made a stand so unexpected and determined 
as to cause the British General, Howe, to 
return to his comfortable winter quarters 
in Philadelphia. There, on Dec. 11, Gen- 
eral Washington, with his suffering army 
of 17,000 men, took up the weary march 
toward Valley Forge, a sleepy depression in 
the hills, twenty-two miles from Philadel- 


pia. On one side was the Schuxlki River 


and on the north was Valley Creek.

Snow lay deep on the ground when, on Dec. 
19, the patriot army reached the site of the 
winter camp. ‘Tents were stretched for as 


many as could be housed, hundreds slept in 


the snow, already reddened by their bieed- 
ing, bare feet. At once General Washing- 
ton directed that work begin on log huts, 
previously designed. To do this, men were 
divided into squads of twelve, furnished with 
rude tools, and directed to build huts large 
enough to house each squad. According to 
specifications these huts wera 14 by 16 feet, 
with sides, ends, and roofs made of logs. 
The roofs were made water-tight with bark. 
split slabs, or other material. The cracks 
in the sides were filled with clay. In the 
rear of each hut was a fireplace made of 
wood, protected by clay. The door was in 
the end next to the camp street and was 
made of oak slabs. 

In the rear of each line of huts for troops 
were the huts for officers. Each general 
officer got a hut to himself; each field of- 
ficer of a regiment got one; the staff of each 
brigade shared another; the staff ef each 
regiment was assigned one; commissioned 


-officers for two regiments had one, while 


for the non-commissioned officers and men 


of the army twelve persons were alloted . 


to each hut. 
The winter of 1777-'7T8 was remarkable for 

its severity and its mae snows, and when 

work was begun at making. camp, nearly 


8,000 men were unfit for duty. British sym- 
pathizers populated the surrounding country 
and food and bedding were hard to get, even 
when the soldiers had the. depreciated cur- 
rency of the country to offer in exchange.

Washington offered a purse of $100 to the 
officer or man who would suggest the best 
substitute for boards as a roofing material, 
having especial reference to cheapness and 
3 in building.

‘Lawrence the property was just half that 
size. Washington was in the market for all 
the available land adjoihing, and at the time 
of his death he owned 8,000 acres in the im- 
mediate vicinity of his residence. He made
